“The disastrous effects upon the 
workingmen and workingwomen 
of competition with cheap under- 
hand labor are not obviated by 
keeping the cheap laborer over the 
sea, if the product of his cheap la- 
bor is allowed free competition in 
our market. We should protect 
our people against competition 
with the products of underpaid la- 
bor abroad as well as against the 
coming to our shores of paupers, 
laborers under contract, and the 
Chinese. These two thoughts are 
twin thoughts; the same logic sup- 
ports both, and the Republican
